SHORTAGE OF WHEAT sup- 
plies in Canada and the major ex- 
| porting countries will have to be 
{met with available supplies of 
other food grains. 

The Cahadian Wheat Board yes- 
terday made an appeal to prairie 
farmers for early delivery of grain 
stocks. 

Sufficient wheat will not be 
available from exporting countries 
to meet the needs of Europe before 
next harvest and there will be an 
increased demand for oats, barley, 
rye and corn supplies from North 
America. 

THE BOARD SAID the countries 
of continental Europe are facing a 
food crisis of serious proportion, 
and urged prairie producers to do 
“our utmost as long as we have 
cereals available for export.” 

Marketable stocks of wheat in 
farmers’ bins are only about half 
what they were a year ago. In 
lakehead storage there are only

In addition to these units, already 
occupied, 100 houses are under con- 
struction, and another 150 have 
been authorized. This work is be- 
ing carried on by Wartime Hous- 
ing Ltd., and 20 of the 100 homes 
are being made available for rent- 
ing weekly. 

IT WAS REPORTED that 146 of 


the Dawson Creek 
project are still to be completed. 
These also are being turned over 
to the rental agency at the rate of 
20 weekly. It was stated Thursday 
that 92 of these suites are now oc- 
cupied. 

Maxwell C. Dewar, city architest, 
stated that approximately 700 of the 
1,500 homes for which permits were 
taken out in 1945 have not been 
completed because of shortages of 
materials.

Supreme Court

THE DOMINION STATUTE can 
be brought into effect in any coun- 
ty or municipality of Ontario upon 
a plebiscite held on the petition of 
a sufficient number of the resi- 
dents, and 31 beer parlors and six 
clubs in that provnee are said to 
be likely to lose their licenses as a 
result of the privy council's de- 
cision. 

It is pointed out here that Al 
| berta’s provision for local option is 
contained in the Alberta act itsel, 
namely, that not less than 25 pe 
cent of the residents of a distric 
may petition fur the creation of « 
“local option area’, whose bound 
aries they themselves will be re 
quired to decide, and that in duc 
course a plebiscite will be held o1 
the results of which that area wil 
be declared “dry”, or as the cas« 
may be.

“The attorney-general’s statement 
proves what many persons had be- 
gun to suspect that the Ontario 
government's proposals were de- 
signed to give them some means of 
control over the affairs of other 
provinces,” Mr. Douglas said. “His 
comment has departed from the 
high tone which has so far charac- 
terized the Dominion-provincial re- 
lations and placed them on a purely 
partisan basis. 

“AS FAR AS the Saskatchewan 
government is concerned, we are 
desirous only of obtaining the great- 
est possible social security for all 
Canadians and we do not think this 
security should depend on the 
stripe of any provincial govern- 
ment.” 

Saskatchewan was not asking 
Ontario or any other province to 
subsidize its social and economic 
program, the premier said. 

“What we are doing is to ask 
that a fair share of the taxes from 
eorporations which make profits in 
Saskatchewan shall be used to pro- 
vide social services for the people 
of the province, Mr., Blackwell's 
atatement is a crude admission 
that reactionary forces are afraid 
that if the Saskatchewan govern- 
ment gets what it is entitled to it 
will continue to make a success of

Otherwise 
mais avs for a joint reference could 
hardly have been acceptable to either 
party. There would be little point in asking 
what the disputed clauses mean unless the 
intention was to take the answer as final. 

The public will earnestly hope that the 
outcome may be mutually satisfactory to 
both disputants, for another stoppage of 
the industry would be a major disservice 
to stock- growers, consumers and the 
country. 

The readiness of the companies and the 
employees to submit their differences to 
arbitration is matter for congratulation to 
both. Not only because of the many and 
important interests at stake, but also be- 
cause a lead is thus given which should be 
followed wherever a disagreement threat- 
ens to tie-up an establishment engaged in 
any sort of essential production. 


The Immortal Memory 


Edmontonians of Scots descent—and 
many in whose veins the Scottish blood 
has been diluted to the thinnest trickle— 
are preparing to celebrate, on January 24, 
with appropriate rites and devotions, the 
immortal memory of Robert Burns. 

There will be fiery orations, fervid 
toasts, lusty singing and much consump- 
tion of the weird and wonderful haggis 
and that other wierd and even more won- 
derful product of the Scottish braes. 

Perhaps some of the speakers will hap- 
pen to remember and comment on the fact 
that Robert Burns was a poet, since that 
accomplishment is supposed to constitute 
his chief claim to fame. Perhaps the fact, 
though, will not be overstressed because 
many of the most zealous celebrants will 
not have read a line of Burns’ verse and 
would be secretly horrified at the sug- 
gestion. 

And that, of course, is as it should be. 
Because the greatness of Robert Burns 
stems not from the kind of poetry he 
wrote, but from the kind of man he was. 
His principles and his philosophy and his 
thinking would have been quite as power- 
ful had they been scribbled in illiterate 
prose on backyard fences instead of being 
inscribed in elegant metre within the lea- 
ther covers of luxuriously bound volumes. 

Robert Burns was and is a tremendous 
figure, not only in the history of the Scot- 
tish race, but in the history of mankind, 
mostly because he was a common man who 
made commonness beautiful and dignified 
and dynamic. 

He revealed to the world that there was 
just as rich a drama in the life of the cot- 
tager as in the life of the peer. And what 
is even more important, he gave new 
emphasis to a fact which was revealed 
some 1900 odd years ago, namely that each 
individual soul, no matter what its earthly 
station, possesses a unique and individual 
value in the eyes of God. 

Now the stature of a man who throws 
out ideas like this, ideas that sing through 
the very sharpness and temper of their 
own truth, does not need to be measured by 
his skill in rhyme and metre. That he was 
a rhymester is incidental beside the pro- 
digious fact that he was able to accord to 
the common man a measure of that dignity 
and value which the Almighty intended 
him to have. 

And the immortal memory is not so 
much the memory of a great poet as the 
memory of a great and lustrous human 
being who helped to illumine the glory of 
being human, 


Trade Abroad Or — ?

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now of products which Canada is able to 
supply. And never before was Canada in 
| position to offer such a wide range of pro- 
ducts required by people living in such 
vastly different countries. Nor has there 
been a time when so many nations had 
pledged themselves to the principle of two- 
way trade. These do not, with all respect, 
seem to be circumstances which call for 
the preaching of defeatism in reference to 
the finding of buyers abroad for more 
products than the Dominion has yet ex- 
ported. 

And if there isn’t any hope of doing 
this, what has Mr. Bracken to offer in- 
stead? Is he going to tell us Canada should 
revert once more to commercial isolation- 
ism, slam the doors against foreign pro- 
ducts, ignore the needs of humanity and 
the opportunity to supply them, and trust 
that a Haman’s gallows tariff will make 
the Dominion an oasis of self-contained 
prosperity ? 

Ten years ago Canadians were starting 
to extricate themselves from the deepest 
slough of despond they were ever plunged 
into, as the result of having tried to 
achieve prosperity by precisely these 
measures. They are not likely to commis- 
sion Mr. Bracken to put them through that 
experience again. 

But if this is not his idea, what alterna- 
tive has he to offer for the policy of pull- 
ing down the barriers and doing business 
with the rest of the world?

Nothing 
could more clearly indicate the kind of 
growing season this province experienced 
in 1945. When Alberta has to import 
“spuds” no one needs to be told that last 
summer’s yield was away below par. Nor 
that other garden and field crops were 
also sub-normal.

LONDON.—The oritish Labor 
government is planning to national- 
ize only four or five of Britain's 
major industries.

less they are allowed to make 
profits. 

IT SEEMS CERTAIN, therefore, 
that Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Hugh Dalton, despite his doctrin- 
arian prejudices to the contrary, 
will find himself compelled, in his 
preparation of his next budget, to 
reduce the burden of direct taxa- 
tion. 

Many members of the cabinet 
are coming to realize that, if Bri- 
tish private; enterprise is to com- 
pete effectively in the markets of 
the world with the free enterprise 
of other countries, taxation must 
be reduced. The most influential 
of these cabinet members is George 
Isaacs, minister of labor. He has 
publicly declared in favor of early 
tax reduction. 

IT 1S EASY TO see why Isaacs 
takes this view. He recently re- 

{persed that, since the end of the 
lwar, over 5,000,000 additional men 
and women have. gone back to work 
in factories and offices. Though 
there still is a grave shortage of 
manpower, Isaacs knows that, 
sooner or later, when the postwar

part of British industry which is 
privately owned is given some in- 
centive to expand. 

Take the case of the London 
Daily Express, This has the largest 
circulation of any daily newspaper 
in the world. Its average daily net 
sale stands at the moment at the 
impressive figure of 3,376,586. Paper 
is still tightly rationed in Britain 
and this not only affects the size 
of the newspapers, but also limits 
their circulation, There seems little 
doubt that, as soon as more ample 
stocks of paper are available, the 
circulation of the Daily Express 
will rapidly mount to at leas® 4,000,- 
| 000. 

IN COMMON WITH OTHER 
great national newspapers, the Daily 
Express is printed in Manchester 
and Glasgow as well as London. 
Its immense : :ccess is due to the 
outstanding newspaper flair and 
business genius of Lord Beaver- 
brook. He obtained control of the 
Daily Express some thirty years 
ago for something less than 200,- 
000 pounds sterling. At that time, 
it was a paper of little influence, 
and its circulation was perhaps 
one-twentieth of what it is today. 

At the end of 1945, the capital in- 
'vestment of the Express newspaper 
| group, which also owns the London 
|Evening Standard and the Sunday 
| Express, was nearly 5,000,000 pounds 
| Sterling, and their net profit was al- 
most 1,000,000 pounds sterling. 

BEAVERBROOK owns nearly 80 
| per cent of the capital shares of this 
|group of papers, but taxation has 
| reached such fantastic levels that, 
| after paying the income tax and 
surtax, Beaverbrook and the other 
|shareholders of the Express, news- 
papers received a net income of 
only about 38,000 pounds sierling. 
In one year, the group paid over 
700,000 pounds sterling in excess 
profits taxes alone. 

These figures strikingly illustrate 


the need for tax reduction if private | 


enterprise is to be given a chance 
to expand and thus to prevent un-| 
employment.

Executive Says 
Interest Cuts 
Are Dangerous 


Vv. R. Smith, president, Con- 
federation Life Association, in pre- 
senting the 74th annual report, 
drew sharp attention to dangers 
that may follow the government's 
policy of forcing down interest rates 
to an artificially low level. He 
pointed to the necessity of holding 
a large surplus ($14,329,243.46) be- | 
cause of this policy. | 

HE SAID THE RATE of interest | 
on investments has been falling | 
steadily for nearly ten years. One} 
reason for it is that United King-| 
dom, United States and Canada| 
maintain the fetish of “easy 
money”; but, he added, “There is 
danger that if governments pursue 
this policy still further, interest 
rates on life insurance companies 
investments. may ultimately fall) 
well below the three per cent level. | 
That is why the Association must | 
continue to hold, either in the form | 
of reserve or surplus, sufficient | 
assets to maintain required interest

THE BABY whose cows’ gen 
is resulting in eczema, may show 
marked improvement if the formula | 
is made with goats’ milk. Goats’ 
milk is widely used in European | 
countries for infant feeding, but | 
is less well-known here, because 
of the greater ease with which 


|cows’ milk is obtained. 


ACCORDING TO “INFANT NU- 
TRITION,” by Marriolt and Jeans, 
there is very little difference in the 
composition of the two milks. The 
lactalbumin of goats’ milk tends 
to be somewhat higher, and it may 
be that baby will not show any 
sensativity to the lactalbumin of 
goats’ milk, when there is a notice- 
able sensitivity to that same ele- 
ment in cows’ milk. This is also 
true of the casein content.. 

Any standard cows’ milk formula, 
for a baby of the same age and 
weight, can be used for goats’ milk 
If a fresh supply of goats’ milk 
is not easily obtainable in one's 
community, then dried evaporated 
goats’ milk may be bought from or 
ordered by any local druggist. The 
formula for this will follow the 
same pattern as formulas for dried 
or evaporated cows’ milk. 

FOR GREATER DIGESTIBIL- 
ITY and safety it is advisable to 
boil the fresh goats’ milk for from 
one to three minutes on top of the 
stove, counting from the time the 
milk comes to a boil. Boiling or 
processing of either goat or cows’ 
milk is helpful to the baby who re- 
acts to it with a rash. 

In recommending goats milk as a 
substitute for cows’ milk for the 
baby with eczema, it. has been 
gratifying to hear of the excellent 
results. 

But one should not build one’s 
hopes too high, for some babies | 
can no more take goats’ milk than | 
they can take cows’ milk and a

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Lower Income 
Taxes Urged 


A resolution demanding immed- 
late relief to tnose in the lower in- 
come brackets was passed at the 
January meeting of the Edmonton 
branch, Canadian Business and 
Professional Women’s club held in 
the Labor Temple Wednesday eve- 
ning. The resolution asked for the 
raising of income tax exemptions 
to $2,000 for a married man and 
$1,000 for single persons. 

The meeting declared that the 
present 16 per cent reduction in 
income tax is almost negligible in 
the lower income groups and only 
affords considerable relief to those 
in the high income brackets. 

THE MEETING discussed the 
recent $2,000 additional indemnity, 
tax free, voted to private members 
of the house of commons, This in- 
crease in the sessional indemnity 
‘was approved by the meeting on the 
grounds that members of parlia- 
ment work hard and had to live 
away from home in Ottawa for a 
greater part of each year. 

Mrs, Elizabeth Sterling Haynes, 
member of the Edmonton School 
Board, addressed the meeting on 
the subject “The School Problem.” 
She declared that physical comforts 
provided pupils in the schools are 
inadequate and that lighting is very 
poor, ’ 

The speaker urged the senior gov- 
ernments to review the present 
school situation with a view to mak- 
ing necessary improvements with- 
in the shortest possible time. She 
declared that a three million dollar 
building program is needed imme- 
diately, but that there was no 
money on hand to start it. 

MRS, HAYNES suggested that 
definite vocations be provided for 
students in high schools since the 
majority do not attend university. 
“Every child must be provided with 
the education due him and that 
which will make him a good citizen 
af tomorrow,” she said. 

Mrs, Margaret Devlin thanked the 
speaker for her address. 

THE CLUB PLANS to inaugur- 
ate a series of public conferences | 
or forums to encourage public in- 
terest in educational affairs. It was 
also resolved that a letter be writ- 
ten to’ the provincial and federal 
governments asking provision for | 
rheumatism and arthritis victims | 
under the health act. | 

Mrs. Kate Lyons reporting on 
juvenile delinquency, said that de- 
tention homes were examined to 
see whether the delinquents are 
well fed, comfortable and receiving

TRACING the early history of 
Iceland, Mr. Jonason informed his 
listeners that it had been uninhab- 
itated until the ninth century, when | 
it became a haven for fleeing Vik- 
ing chieftains. The first settlement 
was established on the site of the 
present capital city, Reykjavik. 

“The settlers lived a precarious 
existence for 1,000 years,” the 
speaker stated. “Nature had clear- 
ly decreed that here, only the fit- 
test should survive. This may ac- 
count for the somewhat dour as-| 
pect of the people.” 

Reykjavik’s population of 40,000} 
comprises approzimately one-third 
of the island's total population, 
whose principal industries are fish- 
ing and the allied industries. Be- 
cause of their dependence upon 
trade, the Icelanders have become 
noted linguists, many of them 
speaking four languages fluently. 
Mr. Jonason remarked on the poig- 
nant note found in their music, art 
and poetry. |

Prof. J. McGregor Smith in a lun- 
cheon address on Wednesday at the 
Macdonald hotel when he addressed 
those attending the eighth annual 
land inspectors and appraisal short 
course, opening in the hotel the! 
same morning, 

PROF. SMITH reminisced on his’ 
own early days in the west when | 
all farm labor was performed by 
hand and when little comfort was 
to be found in the life of an agri- 
culturist. Since then many ad- 
vances have been seen, he said, and 
gave a detailed account of an ex- 
hibition of post war farm machin- 
ery he had seen at an eastern 
United States manufacturing centre 
last summer. 

One of the most impressive fea- 
tures of ‘the show had been a par- 
ade of many of the implements de- 
signed by far-seeing technicians 
during the war years, in expectation 
of the day when the war would end 
and the companies return to the 
production of industrial and agri- 
cultural tools, 

MANY OF THESE developments 
were designed to lighten the load 
of the small farmer, though new 
types of combines for the harvest- 
ing of all threshed crops were also 
etressed. 

Lantern slides showing some of 
the new machines were shown to 
the appraisers, each slide explained 
by Prof, Smith in detail. They in- 
cluded such departures as side-de- 
livery rakes; one-man, one engine

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Home Building [Meets Ontario Unit mperial Oil | 


Plans Program 
Modernization 


A major program of moderniza- 
tion and expansion of manufactur- 
ing facilities in Montreal East was 
announced today by Imperial Oil 
Ltd. It will involve expenditures of 
several million dollars but the 
actual amount is subject to en- 
gineering designs and estimates 
which are being Weveloped. 

BY INCORPORATING wartime 
developments in oil refining, the 
new program will provide Canada 
with one of the most modern 


petroleum refineries in the world. 


Tt will result in increased capacities 
and will anticipate the require- 
ments of automobiles and aircraft 
of the future for increasingly pre- 
cise qualities of fuels and lubricants 

One of the most important fea- 
tures of the new program will be 
the building of Canada’s first “cat 
cracker”, This will be a structure, 
equal in height to a 15-storey build- 
ing, and incorporating the fluid 
catalyst method of cracking, a prin- 
ciple which was employed in the 
U.S. to produce a large part of the 
world’s wartime 100-octane aviation 
gasoline, “Cat crackers” are largely 
a wartime development and pro- 
vide not only better fuels but also 
bases for synthetics such as rubber 
and plastics. 


SOME OF THE OTHER construc- 
tion work at Montreal East will in- 
clude a 4,200 barrel-per-day cataly- 
tic polymerization plant, and much 
existing equipment will be remod- 
elled. Work is expected to begin

monton, pilot of the Associated 
Airways’ regular fish-carrying plane 
from Peerless Lake to Faust, on 
the south shore of Lesser Slave 
lake, who was found Sunday with 
his missing aircraft by two of his 
fellow pilots on an un-named lake 
about half-way along his route.

from Peerless lake to Faust where 
it is transferred to railway refrig- 
erator cars on its way to eastern 
markets. He did not bother to come 
into Edmonton to rest. 

Tom Fox, one of the pilots who 
aided in finding Dyck, arrived in 
Edmonton Wednesday and gave 
details of the difficulties which be- 
set Dyck, and which had forced 
him down, and of the successful 
search for him. 

Dyck was forced down to the 
surface of the northland lake by 
bad weather on the previous Tues- 
day, but when the skies cleared 
he was unable to take off as ice
